and was built during the _ 

boom, costing about one half mil 
lion dollars. We use all accom¬ 
modations that the hotel provided 
for its guests. 

There are two persons to a room 
Each room is furnished with single 
beds, which have nine-inch mat¬ 
tresses and thicker springs, a dres¬ 
ser, two desks and chairs, carpets, 
a book table, a private bath with 
shower. We do not have to get out 
of the build ng for anything ex¬ 
cept flying and classes. We have 
our canteen, post office, officers' 
offices, mess hall, recreation room, 
barracks and reading room in the 
same building. There la a beauti¬ 
ful lake in the back. There is an¬ 
other across the highway in front 
of the building. The landscaping 
is characteristic of Florida which 
is beautiful. Almost any type of 
recreation is available from card 
games to golf and swimming. 

The place has come to be known 
as 'the country club of the army." 
A nickname given by the Miami 
sad Tampa newspapers. At the 
same time we are Arm believers 
ta the slogan "iron disciplines and 
tie honor fcyftem.” 

Ground school IS conducted in 
what was formerly Lake Lillidn 
Clubhouse, which IS abbut four 
hundred yards from bur barracks. 
It is being remodeled to provide 
an ciigine laboratory and a motion 
picture hall. 

The Center of our most import¬ 
ant activity, which of course is 
fiying, is at the airport, which is 
almost two mttes distant. We go 
to and from the airport In buses 
provided by the school. 

W’e are flying P.T. (primary 
trainers) 17’s, which are made by 
Steerman and rated at 220-horse¬ 
power. They ire equipped with 
Allison engines. These ships are 
good airplanes, the best T.T.s that 
the army can get. 

Our instructors are civilians. In 
general they are fine fellows. The 
age old idea that they abuse the 
cadets is positively incorrect. They 
are very sympathetic and patient 
They know how to fly and they 
try to teach what they know and 
demonstrate their knowledge 
thoroughly and simply to their 
students. No question is too triv¬ 
ial for the busiest instructor to 
take time out and patiently make 
thorough explanations to ease a 
student's mind. The army is de¬ 
monstrating the theory of cooper¬ 
ation in training its pilots demo- 
ractically. 

I now have one hour and fifty- 
two minutes flying time. During 
that time I have done the follow¬ 
ing: Take-offs, flying practice of 
the traffic patem, landings, 720's, 
3«rs steep turns, S’s over roads, 
climbing turns, power on and off 
and partial stills, spins, practiced 
coordination, rectangular patterns, 
gliding turns and forced landings. 
AU of these things I have done 
without h«dr> of the instructor. 
However, before I was permitted 
to do them he demonstrated the 
manner in which the army re¬ 
quires them to be executed. You 
can readily see that all of my fly¬ 
ing time has been concentrated 
and well utilized. As to how well 
I am flying I am skeptical, be¬ 
cause the instructor seldom com¬ 
ments, and it is impossible to 
see his reports. However, he told 
me that I had not made him sick 
and he thought that maybe I would 
get to solo sometime. The army 
requires eight hours dual flying- 
before soloing. 

I like army living. The ships are 
stable, sensitive, and require the 
best of an aviator. Everything is 
directed toward precision move¬ 
ments and mass as well as indi- 
v.dual coordination. 

The live weeks which we spent 
si_ were an advant¬ 

age. We learned drill and army 
discipline aI the same time we 
were given innumerable calisthen- 
tics and precision movements, 
which put us in good physical con¬ 
dition. The theme of the whole 
flight training program is devel¬ 
oping the pilot so that he can take 
Instructions and execute them with 
clockwork precision. Without eith¬ 
er of these qualities it pilot fa 
worthless. When an Instructor out- 
rh«* f rfirtUbfl eft executing any- 


- 

thing whether it be in ground 
school, at the flight line, in drill, 
in the type of uniform to be worn, 
how the room is to be arranged, 
or in the air. he expects you 
to do just that without the si ght- 
est variation, not an hour from 
the time he tella you but at the sec¬ 
ond, and then grades accordingly. 
As a cadet we have three general 
answers for explanations and tak¬ 
ing orders, "Yes sir,” "No sir,' 
and "No excuse, sir." 

This school is privately owned 

by Mr._. It is operated 

by civilians and supervised by the 
army. The airport was leased by 

Mr. Lodwlck to the_ 

Park, which in turn leased It to 
the army. He receives so much 
money per student for their train¬ 
ing which is the same setup of 
the C.P.T. AU standards are set 
and exacted by the army to min¬ 
utest detail. 

There will be no more flying at 

_ Field. It will be used as 

a replacement school for the many 
primary schools. There dll of the 
pre-flight training will be given 
to lessen the strain upon cadets. 
There will toe three more schools 
of Maxwell's status in the United 
Statea. By this system the army 
expects to have 400,000 trained 
and enlisted personnel In the Army 
Air Corps. 

I regretted to hear of Dr. 
Bryant's resignation. I know that 
It will be a pronounced loaa, but 
we can point With pride to a 
deserved promotion. 

How is the C.A.A Class doing? 
We alumni are expecting a. lot 
from them and want them to know 
that we are for them. 

I had a long chat with Harvey 
King, Harry Deaton, Guy Wel¬ 
don and Hereford, who is now in 
bombardiering, before I left Max¬ 
well. They were doing fine. How¬ 
ever, I have not heard from Dea¬ 
ton’s physical recheck. 

Mr. Lodwick just came in check¬ 
ing up and giving his best re¬ 
gards.
